The 
committee  also  discussed  reports  that  various  clcpart- 
ments  are  piling  up  large  inventories  of  supplies  and 
using  up  unexpended  funds  prior  to  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  and  appointed  Senators  Knowland,  chairman, 
Reed,  and  McKellar  as  members  of  a  subcommittee  to 
recommend  a  control  program  to  the  full  committee. 

RUBBER 

Committee  on  Banking  and  Currency:  The  rubber  sub- 
conunittee,  consisting  of  Senators  Bricker,  Cain,  and 
Robertson  of  Virginia,  met  in  executive  session,  but 
made  no  announcement.

At  the  second,  ia  favorable  report  on  H.  R.  2086  was  sub- 
mitted which  authorizes  furnishing  steam  from  the 
central  heating  plant  to  property  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution.  A  hearing  was  held  on 
March  4  on  this  bill. 

It  has  been  agreed  that  this  committee  shall  meet  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month  while  the 
House  is  in  session. 

The  bill  H.  R.  590,  authorizing  construction  of  the 
Osceola  Dam  in  Missouri,  is  now  in  the  Subconmiittce 
on  Flood  Control  for  consideration.

Activity:  When^the  House  Committee  on  Rules  met 
on  January  )22, 1947,  more  than  50  resolutions,  joint  reso- 
lutions, and  concurrent  resolutions,  and  one  bill  had 
been  referred  directly  to  the  committee.  Most  of  these 
resolutions,  upon  which  the  committee  has  original 
jurisdiction,  either  requested  additional  powers  for  legis- 
lative committees  of  the  House,  or  sought  to  establish 
special  or  select  committees.  To  date  the  Committee  on 
Rules  has  reported  favorably  the  following  resolutions 
in  this  category. 

Granting  subpena  power  to  committees:  H.  Res.  36 
(Rept.  No.  14),  to  continue  the  investigation  by  the 
Committee  on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries;  H.  Res. 
90  (Rept.  No.  15),  to  extend  certain  powers  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Expenditures  in  the  Executive  Departments; 
H.  Res.  Ill  (Rept.  No.  69),  authorizing  the  Committee 
on  Education  and  Labor  to  conduct  studies  and  investi- 
gations relating  to  matters  within  its  jurisdiction;  H. 
Res.  118  (Rept.  No.  73),  authorizing  the  Committee  on 
Expenditures  in  the  Executive  Departments  to  conduct 
investigations  into  action,  regulations,  etc.,  promul- 
gated by  agencies  of  the  Federal  Government;  and  H. 
Res.  120  (Rept.  No.  85),  directing  the  Committee  on 
Veterans'  Affairs  to  inspect  the  Veterans'  Administra- 
tion. 

The  additional  powers  requested  in  most  of  these  reso- 
lutions consisted  of  the  authority  to  subpena  witnesses, 
and  to  administer  oaths. 

Creating  select  committees:  The  committee  has  heard 
witnesses  on  three  resolutions  setting  up  special  or  select 
committees.  Two  of  these  resolutions  (H.  Res.  58  and 
H.  Res.  18)  have  been  reported  favorably  by  the  com- 
mittee. The  third  resolution  (H.  Res.  21)  is  still  under 
consideration. 

Joint  resoludons:  The  committee  has  reported  resolu- 
dons  providing  for  the  consideradon  of  four  House  joint 
resolutions. 

Concurrent  resolutions:  House  Concurrent  Resoludon 
20,  establishing  the  ceiling  for  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  1948  and  for  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1948 
to  be  expended  in  said  fiscal  year.  Reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Rules  on  February  18.  H.  Con.  Res.  20 
passed  the  House  on  February  20. 

Bills:  Resolutions  making  in  order  consideration  of 
nine  bills  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  as  follows: 

H.  Res.  70  provides  for  the  consideration  of  H.  R.  1030,  to 
continue  in  effect  certain  war-excise  tax  rates. 
H.  Res.  105  provides  for  the  consideration  of  H.  R.  4,  to  safe- 
guard the  admission  of  evidence  in  certain  cases. 
H.  Res.  108  provides  for  the  consideration  of  H.  R.  1819,  to 
authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  cooperate  with  other 


American  Republics  in  the  control  and  eradicatioD  of  hoofnand* 
mouth  disease  and  rinderpest. 

H.  Res.  117  provides  for  the  considcratioD  of  H.  R.  2x57,  to 
define  and  limit  the  jurisdiction  of  the  couns,  to  regulate  actions 
arising  under  certain  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  fw  other 
purposes  (limitation  on  portal-to-portal  pay  suits). 
H.  Res.  124  provides  for  the  consideration  of  H.  R.  2102,  to 
provide  for  a  6  months'  extensi(Mi  and  final  bquidation  of  the 
farm-labor  supply  program. 

H  Res.  131  provides  for  the  consideration  of  H.  R.  1240,  to 
provide  for  the  suspension  of  navigation  and  vesscl-inspectioo 
laws,  as  applied  to  vessels  operated  by  the  War  Department,' 
upon  the  tcrminaticMi  of  title  V,  Second  War  Powers  Act,  1942, 
as  amended. 

H.  Res.  140  provides  for  the  consideration  of  H.  R.  2404,  to 
suspend  certain  import  taxes  on  copper. 

H.  Res.  139  provides  for  the  consideration  of  H.  R.  1943,  to  es- 
tablish a  permanent  Nurse  Corps  of  the  Army  and  Navy  and 
to  establish  a  Women's  Medical  Specialisu  Corps  in  the  Army. 
H.  Res.  138  provides  for  the  consideration  of  H.  R.  1327,  to 
amend  existing  law  to  provide  privilege  of  renewing  expiring 
5-year,  level-premium  term  policies  for  another  5-ycar  period.

The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  as  a  whole  or  by 
subconmiittee,  is  authorized  to  make  from  time  to  time,  investi- 
gations of  (i)  the  extent,  character,  and  objects  of  un-American 
propaganda  aaivities  in  the  United  States,  (ii)  the  diffusion 
within  the  United  States  of  subversive  and  un-Anocrican  propa- 
ganda that  is  instigated  from  foreign  countries  or  of  a  domestic 
origin  and  attacks  the  principle  of  the  form  of  government  as 
guaranteed  by  our  Constitution,  and  (iii)  all  other  questions  in 
relation  thereto  that  would  aid  Congress  in  any  necessary  re- 
medial legislation. 

The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  shall  report  to  the 
House  (or  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  if  the  House  is  not  in 
session)  the  results  of  any  such  investigation,  tc^cthcr  widj  such 
recommendations  as  it  deems  advisable.

Subpenas  may  be  issued  under  the  signatiire  of  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  T)r  any  subcommittee,  or  by  any  member  dciig- 
^  nated  by  any  such  chairman,  and  may  be  served  by  any  person 
desigiutcd  by  any  such  chairman  or  member.

TAX  PROPOSALS 

Joint  Meeting  of  Fiscal  Subcommittee  of  the  House  and 
Senate  District  Committees:  The  Fiscal  Subcommittees 
of  the  House  and  Senate  Committee  on  the  District  of 
Columbia  held  an  all-day  meeting  with  the  D.  C.  Com- 
missioners and  other  officials  of  die  District  of  Columbia 
on  various  tax  proposals  for  the  District.  These  groups 
will  meet  again  Wednesday. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Committee  on  Expenditures  in  the  Executive  Depart- 
ments: Three  witnesses  appeared  to  discuss  S.  140  and 
S.  712,  to  create  a  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare.  The  first  one.  Dr.  George  F.  Zook,  President 
of  the  American  Council  of  Education,  recommended 
die  enactment  of  S.  140,  with  the  provision  that  the  name 
of  the  department  be  changed  to  that  of  the  D^rtment 
of  Education,  Healdi,  and  Security,  widi  die  further  un- 
derstanding that  the  crcadon  of  such  department  would 
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not  extend  the  control  of  the  Federal  Government  over 
State  and  local  school  systems. 

The  second  witness,  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Stebbins,  Director  of 
School  of  Hygiene  and  Public  Healdi  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  recommended  that  an  executive  Department 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Security,  headed  by  a  Secrc- 
tary  of  Cabinet  rank,  should  be  established  by  legislation 
converting  the  existing  Federal  Security  Agency  into 
such  a  department.  Assignment  of  additional  duties 
and  functions  to  such  a  department  should  be  left  to  sub- 
sequent legislation  or  executive  action  under  die  govern- 
mental reorganization  act. 

The  last  witness,  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Louchheim,  Commit- 
tee for  the  Nation's  Health,  New  York  City,  told  the 
group  that  if  S.  140  were  enacted,  it  would  prevent  the 
Secretary  from  working  out  the  most  effective  organ- 
ization of  the  newly  aeated  department  by  freezing  the 
organization  into  three  compartments,  namely:  Divi- 
sion of  Healdi,  Education,  and  Security.  He  objected 
strenuously  to  various  specifications  in  the  bill.  He  con- 
cluded that  the  creation  of  a  cabinet  department  could 
best  be  achieved  by  transferring  the  functions  and 
powers  of  die  Federal  Security  Agency  to  a  new  depart- 
ment as  proposed  in  S.  712. 

The  Committee  will  meet  again  on  this  legislation  on 
Thursday,  March  20.

NATIONAL  DEFENSE  ESTABLISHMENT 

Committee  on  Armed  Services:  Secretary  of  War  Patter- 
son gave  his  unqualified  support  to  S.  758,  to  create  the 
National  Defense  Establishment,  in  testifying  before  the 
committee  at  the  10  o'clock  meeting  this  morning.  He 
told  the  group  that  it  was  his  belief  that  a  unified  struc- 
ture of  the  armed  forces  would  be  advantageous  to  the 
national  defense  and  that  S.  758  furnished  a  unified  struc- 
ture that  is  sound,  efficient,  and  workable.  The  group 
meets  again  on  March  25  at  10  a.  m.  to  hear  General 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  on  this  same  subject,  and  it  'v& 
expected  that  General  Spaatz  and  Admiral  Nimitz  will 
be  heard  Wednesday,  March  26.

Senator  Magnuson  offered  an  amendment  to  strike 
out  the  two  year  statute  ci  limitations,  and  this  was 
defeated  by  28  yeas  to  61  nays. 

Senator  Myers  and  eight  other  Senators  sponsored  an 
amendment  to  raise  the  minimum  wage  level  under 
the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  to  60  cents  an  hour.

EXPORT  CONTROLS 

Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry:  The  retention 
of  controls  on  agricultural  products  in  short  supply  and 
on  tin,  hard  fibers,  and  tractors,  was  urged  by  the  Under 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Dodd  and  officials  of  the 
Civilian  Production  branch.

Committee  on  Ban\ing  and  Currency:  Subcommittee 
on  Housing  and  Rents  adopted  changes  recomniendcd 
by  the  Banking  and  Currency  Committee  in  its  bill 
submitted  two  weeks  ago,  which  omitted  the  pro- 
visions for  across-die-board-rent  increases,  and  to  rent 
controls  through  the  courts,  and  adopted  instead,  the 
suggestions  contained  in  S.  778  for  local  advisory  com- 
mittees. 

The  advisory  committees  are  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governors  of  the  states  in  each  instance,  and  con- 
sists of  not  less  than  five  members.  There  is  to  be 
one  advisory  committee  for  every  rental  area,  which 
may  make  recommendation  to  the  Administrator  with 
respect  to:  (i)  decontrol  of  the  defense  rental  area, 
or  portion  diereof;  (2)  the  adequacy  of  the  general 
rent  level  in  the  area;  (3)  operations  generally  of 
the  local  rent  office  with  particular  reference  to  hard- 
ship cases;  and  (4)  recommendation  of  advisory  com- 
mittee to  be  final  unless  reversed  by  Administrator 
within  thirty  days.

NATIONAL  DEFENSE  ESTABUSHMENT 

Committee  on  Armed  Services:  General  Eisenhower 
and  General  Spaatz  testified  in  support  of  S.  758,  to 
create  the  National  Defense  Establishment.  General 
Eisenhower  asserted  his  belief  that  the  one  great  step 
provided  in  the  bill,  namely,  the  creation  of  a  single  Sec- 
retary  of  National  Defense,  constitutes  the  most  effective 
way  by  which  concerted  action  among  the  services  and 
the  orgaiiization  best  adapted  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  our  national  security  may  be  realized.  General  Spaatz 
declared  that  the  bill  provides  for  integrated  strategic 
planning  and  for  unified  action,  and  that  it  sets  up  an 
organization  that  will  insure  national  security  with  in- 
creased efficiency  and  greater  economy.  Hearings  con- 
tinue tomorrow.

CIVIL  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

Committee  on  Civil  Service:  A  civil-service  retirement 
bill  (S.  657)  was  unanimously  ordered  reported  to  the 
Senate,  after  hearing  Warren  B.  Irons,  of  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Conunission.  As  reported,  the  bill  proposes:  Op- 
tional retirement  at  the  age  of  60  at  full  annuity;  retire- 
ment at  age  55  on  reduced  annuity ,  involuntary  separa- 
tion at  55;  vesting  of  retirement  accounts  after  10  yean 
of  service;  and  deferred  annuity  at  age  65 — at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $29  million  obtained  from  a  1%  increased 
deduction  from  pay  rolls,  and  $20  million  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  at  the  beginning  of  the  system,  based 
upon  approximately  a  1,000,000  Federal  work  force. 

The  committee  also  unanimously  ordered  reported  S. 
715,  to  provide  annuities  for  FBI  agents  who  have  ren- 
dered at  least  20  years  of  service,  after  hearing  Attorney 
General  Tom  C.  Clark.

PUBUC  HEALTH 

Committee  on  Expenditures  in  the  Executive  Depart- 
ments: Three  witnesses  were  heard  on  S.  140  and  S.  712, 
to  create  a  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Wel- 
fare. Dr.  Caroline  Ware,  National  Association  of  Con- 
sumers, opposed  S.  140,  because  it  fails  to  recognize  the 
consumer  protection  functions  of  the  Federal  Security 
Agency  and  establishes  a  rigid  departmental  organiza- 
tion which  precludes  them,  but  supported  S.  712,  with 
suggested  amendments,  to  indicate  the  presence  of  con- 
sumer protection  functions  in  the  Federal  Security 
Agency.  Stanley  H.  Ruttenberg,  Assistant  Director  oif 
Research,  CIO,  was  in  accord  with  both  S.  140  and  S.  713, 
in  the  establishment  of  an  executive  department  dealing 
with  Education,  Health,  and  Security,  but  favored  simple 
transferral  of  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  FSA  as 
proposed  in  S.  712  as  contrasted  to  S.  140,  because  of  its 
alleged  restrictive  and  inflexible  provisions.  Dr.  J.  Ben 
Robinson,  Dean  of  the  University  of  Maryland  Dental 
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School,  testifying  in  behalf  of  the  American  Dental  As- 
sociation,  opposed  both  S.  140  and  S.  712  as  "not  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  health  welfare  of  the  public.**  He 
favored  creation  of  a  Federal  Department  of  Health,  ad- 
ministered by  a  Secretary  of  Health.  Hearings  continue 
tomorrow. 

INTERNATIONAL  TRADE 

Committee  on  Finance:  Charles  Fahy  and  Harry 
Hawkins,  both  of  the  State  Department,  appeared  be- 
fore the  committee  in  connection  with  its  study  on  the 
relationship  of  the  Reciprocal  Trade  Agreements  Act  to 
the  proposed  International  Trade  Organization  Charter, 
to  answer  questions  by  various  committee  members  on 
a  number  of  the  articles  in  the  Charter.

43,  to  investigate  how  to  reduce  the  Post  Office 
Department  deficit  by  a  revision  of  postal  rates,  the  com- 
mittee heard  testimony  by  Hartman  Barber,  Brother- 
hood of  Railway  and  Steamship  Clerks;  Francis  J. 
Buckley,  Deputy  Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster  General ; 
and  Nelson  B.  Wentzel,  Deputy  Third  Assistant  Post- 
master General.  Mr.  Barber  said  parcel-post  service  is 
"the  only  mail  service  which  the  law  requires  to  be  self- 
supporting."  He  added  that,  except  for  1945,  this  service 
had  never  been  self-supporting  and  that  the  Post  Office 
was  working  on  a  basis  of  "what  the  traffic  can  bear." 
Mr.  Buckley  gave  a  comprehensive  discussion  on  the 
postal  rolling  stock.  Mr.  Wentzel's  testimony  was  .in 
the  form  of  a  rebuttal  to  certain  statements  made  on 
March  21  to  the  committee  by  publishers,  in  an  effort 
to  broaden  the  base  of  the  general  inquiry  into  postal 
rates  and  how  they  are  arrived  at. 

Yesterday,  the  committee  unanimously  approved  the 
purpose  of  S.  Res.  91,  to  identify  the  conmiittee  as  "The 
Committee  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service"  instead  of 
"The  Committee  on  Civil  Service,"  to  be  made  effective 
as  of  January  i,  1948. 

The  committee  agreed  to  meet  on  April  15  on  S.  6 
and  S.  554,  relative  to  census  of  manufacturers. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH 

Committee  on  Expenditures  in  the  Executive  Depart- 
ments: Four  witnesses  testified  on  S.  140  and  S.  712, 
to  create  a  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Wel- 
fare.

5,  and  a  quorum  fixed  at  4  members.   By  a  vote  of  7  to 


6  it  was  decided  that  if  at  least  a  majority  of  employees 
voted  in  favor  of  union  shop,  such  shop  would  be  pro- 
vided; the  previous  provision  required  a  two-thirds  vote. 
A  "free  speech"  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
8  to  5,  and  Chairman  Taf  t  characterized  this  as  providing 
for  essentially  the  same  practice  as  now  followed  by  the 
employer  in  that  connection.  The  question  of  national 
bargaining  was  passed  over. 

Sessions  will  be  resumed  on  Monday  when  it  is  hoped 
that  final  agreement  can  be  reached  on  the  bill.  Deci- 
sion will  be  made  later  as  to  whether  the  various  titles 
of  the  proposal  will  be  introduced  as  a  single  bill  or  be 
handled  as  separate  bills.  The  committee  hopes  to  have 
it  ready  for  Senate  debate  late  next  week.

LABOR  LEGISLATION 

Committee  on  Labor  and  Public  Welfare:  After  morn- 
ing and  afternoon  sessions,  Chairman  Taft  announced 
agreements  made  today  by  the  committee,  as  now  em- 
bodied in  the  Committee  Print  of  the  proposed  labor 
bill.  According  to  the  chairman,  this  action  brings 
the  committee  near  a  final  vote  on  reporting  the  bill  to 
the  Senate,  with  the  outlook  for  Senate  consideration 
the  first  of  next  week. 

During  the  day  the  committee  took  the  following 
actions:  Approved  title  II,  setting  up  a  Federal  Media- 
tion Service,  after  adding  a  provision  for  an  advisory 
panel  of  six,  and  modifying  statement  on  poUcy.  The 
so-called  Ellcndcr  amendment,  relative  to  the  6o-day 
waiting  period,  was  approved  but  made  an  unfair  labor 
practice  under  the  NLRA.  Section  301  of  tide  III,  rela- 
tive to  restrictions  on  payments  to  employee  representa- 
tives (check-off),  was  stricken  out  by  a  vote  of  7  to  6. 
Section  302  of  title  III,  relative  to  boycotts  and  other 
unlawful  combinations,  was  approved  but  made  an 
unfair  labor  practice  under  the  NLRA  (sections  b,  c, 
and  d  were  stricken  out  since  they  would  no  longer  be 
applicable).  Section  303  of  tide  III,  relative  to  suits  by 
and  against  labor  organizations,  was  approved.  Sec- 
tion 304  of  tide  III,  on  register  of  labor  organizations, 
was  approved  but  transferred  as  an  amendment  to  the 
NLRA.  Title  IV,  relative  to  the  creation  of  joint  com- 
mittee to  study  and  report  on  basic  problems  affecting 
friendly  labor  relations  and  produaivity,  was  approved 
with  minor  modifications.  Title  V,  dealing  with  na- 
tional emergencies,  was  approved  after  adding  an  amend- 
ment to  appoint  boards  of  inquiry  and  increase  the 
waiting  period  to  80  days  (60-day  waiting  period,  15 
days  for  secret  ballot,  and  5  days  for  certification). 

Several  questions  are  remaining  before  the  commit- 
tee for  decision  before  the  committee  votes  on  reporting 
the  bill  to  the  Senate,  including  the  question  of  dividing 
the  bill  into  various  parts  and  introducing  them  sepa- 
rately for  Senate  consideration.

Austria,  Greece,  Hungary,  Italy,  and  Poland 
are  the  countries  which  appear  to  need  assistance  and 
China  will  probably  have  emergency  needs  fw  food  im- 
ports to  prevent  suffering  and  starvation  in  certain  areas. 
These  studies  are  being  kept  under  continuous  review." 

A  measure  (H.  J.  Res.  153)  to  carry  out  the  President's 
proposal  has  already  been  reported  to  the  House;  the 
conunittee  expects  to  await  House  action  on  this  before 
reporting  the  bill  to  the  Senate.

LABOR  LEGISLATION 

Committee  on  Labor  and  Public  Welfare:  In  executive 
session  the  committee,  considering  the  proposed  labor 
bill,  took  the  following  action:  Voted  7  to  6  to  retain 
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the  proposal  embodied  in  the  Committee  Print  on  craft 
bargaining  units.  This  provision  forbids  the  Board  to 
determine  that  a  craft  unit  is  inappropriate  unless  a 
majority  of  the  employees  in  the  proposed  craft  unit 
have  voted  against  separate  representation. 

By  a  vote  of  7  to  6,  the  committee  struck  out  of  the 
proposed  Senate  amendments  language  which  specif- 
ically forbade  the  National  Labor  Relations  Board  from 
granting  relief  in  strikes  which  have  as  their  object  (a) 
union  recognition  without  an  election,  (b)  remedying 
practices  for  which  the  sutute  creates  a  remedy,  and  (c) 
violation  of  some  provision  of  the  Wagner  Act  or  an- 
other Federal  law.  In  lieu  of  the  language  stricken  out 
of  the  Committee  Print,  the  committee  adopted  an 
amendment  offered  by  Senator  Donnell  which  stated 
that  the  right  to  strike  should  not  be  deemed  to  have 
been  enlarged  or  changed  so  far  as  other  limitations  were 
concerned,  and  a  further  amendment  by  Senator  Ives 
which  stated  that  the  "right  to  strike"  should  not  be 
construed  as  being  diminished  except  to  the  extent 
specifically  provided  for  in  the  act. 


By  a  vote  of  7  to  6,  the  committee  rejected  an  amend- 
ment offered  by  Senator  Morse  to  split  the  Committee 
Print,  as  amended,  into  two  bills.  After  this  vote  was 
taken,  the  staff  was  directed  to  prepare  a  clean  Com- 
mittee Print,  showing  the  amendments  adopted  in  the 
several  executive  sessions  for  the  consideration  of  the 
committee  at  its  next  meeting,  Thursday,  April  17,  when 
a  vote  to  report  the  bill  is  expected.

LABOR-FEDERAL  SECURITY  APPROPRIATION 

Committee  on  Appropriations:  Reported  H.  R.  2700, 
Labor-Federal  Security  appropriation,  proposing  a  total 
appropriation  of  $1,676,198,080.  This  is  a  net  reduction 
of  58,388,700  under  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  House.  It 
is  $103415,959  under  the  estimates  for  1948,  and  exceeds 
the  appropriations  for  1947  by  $365,376,207.  The  bill 
is  made  up  mostly  of  grants-in-aid  and  benefit  pay- 
ments, which  total  about  92  percent  of  the  total  amount. 

FEDERAL  RESERVE  GUARANTEED  LOANS   AND 
VETERANS  HOUSING 

Committee  on  Bantling  and  Currency:  In  executive 
session  the  committee  ordered  reported  the  following 
three  bills,  with  amendments:  (i)  S.  408,  to  authorize 
Federal  Reserve  banks  to  guarantee  financial  instimtions 
against  loss  on  loans  made  to  a  business  enterprise  if 
maturity  date  is  not  more  than  10  years.  The  committee 
proposed  and  approved  the  following  three  amend- 
ments to  the  bill:  {a)  "When  it  appears  to  the  satis- 
faction of  such  Federal  Reserve  bank  that  the  business 


enterprise  is  unable  to  obtain  requisite  financial  assist- 
ance on  a  reasonable  basis  from  the  usual  sources."  {b) 
"Chartered  banking  institutions  only,  and  not  to  any 
financing  institutions."  (r )  "Time  limit  of  five  years. 
After  five  years  they  will  have  no  further  authority  to 
make  commitments  or  guarantee  loans.  However,  any 
loan  made  up  to  that  time  can  be  for  the  regular  ten- 
year  period  which  the  bill  subscribes." 

(2)  S.  854,  to  authorize  additional  funds  for  housing 
units  for  distressed  families  of  servicemen,  contracted 
for  or  under  construction,  with  an  amendment  to  pro- 
vide for  an  additional  35  million  instead  of  the  proposed 
50  million.  This  is  the  same  language  embodied  in 
H.  R.  2780,  as  reported  to  the  House. 

(3)  S.  1154,  ^o  amend  the  Veterans'  Emergency  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1946  by  striking  out  "400  million"  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  "100  million."

INCOME  TAX  REDUCTION 

Committee  on  Finance:  Five  wimesses  testified  on  H.  R. 
I,  to  reduce  individual  income  taxes:  Ellsworth  C 
Alvord,  representing  the  United  States  Chamber  of 
Conmierce,  urged  "the  approval  of  H.  R.  i  and  reduc- 
tion of  Federal  expenditures.  Bill  is  constructive  and 
statesmanlike";  Arthur  Schutzer,  American  Labor 
Party,  stated:  "H.  R.  i  would  stand  exposed  for  what  it 
really  is — a  pink  ribbon  present  for  the  rich  and  a  shoe- 
lace for  the  poor.  We  urge  Congress  to  reject  the  20-30 
percent  across  the  board  cuts  and  instead  {a)  raise  per- 
sonal income  tax  exemptions,  {b)  repeal  all  Federal  ex- 
cise taxes,  and  {c)  restore  for  the  year  1947  the  excess- 
profits  tax  on  corporations  without  any  carry-back**; 
Lovell  H.  Parker  said:  "I  consider  H.  R.  i  a  good  bill,  but 
if  the  revenue  loss  is  too  great,  my  observations  include 
a  suggested  plan  of  tax  reduction  which  I  believe  will 
retain  the  major  incentive  features  of  H.  R.  i  with  a 
saving  of  approximately  one  billion  dollars  in  revenue"; 
G.  £.  Baldwin,  Progressive  Citizens  of  America,  declared 
himself  "unalterably  opposed  to  H.  R.  i  ot  to  any  other 
plan  of  tax  reduction  which  fails  to  give  effective  relief 
to  the  vast  majority  of  the  people  in  the  lower  income 
brackets";  and  Benjamin  C.  Marsh,  the  People's  Lobby, 
proposed  that  "this  revenue  bill  must  be  drafted  with 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  most  industry,  farmers,  and 
wage  earners,  as  well  as  the  aged  and  unemployed,  rely 
upon  Congress  through  its  powers  of  taxation  to  redress 
the  inequities  of  our  economic  system.** 
Committee  continues  tomorrow. 

GAMBLING  SHIPS  AND  JUDICIAL  NOMINATIONS 

Committee  on  the  Judiciary:  In  two  executive  sessions, 
the  committee  ordered  favorably  reported  to  the  Senate, 
with  amendment,  S.  560,  to  prohibit  the  operation  of 
gambling  ships ;  and  three  nominations — Watson  Drake, 
to  be  United  States  attorney  for  the  eastern  district  of 
Missouri ;  Benjamin  Whaley,  to  be  United  States  attorney 
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for  the  eastern  district  of  South  Carolina;  and  J.  B.

PORTAL-TO-PORTAL  PAY 

Conferees  on  H.  R.  2157,  portako-portal  pay  bill, 
reached  agreement  over  amendments  in  disagreement 
between  House  and  Senate  and  filed  a  conference 
report  (H.  Kept.  326).  As  agreed  upon  by  the  con- 
ferees, the  bill  would  permit  compromise  of  existing  or 
past  portal  claims  and  remove  jurisdiction  from  the 
courts  to  hear  claims  which  were  not  compensable  either 
by  contract,  custom,  or  usage.  As  to  future  claims, 
the  Senate  provisions  were  generally  followed,  and 
these  applied  only  before  the  commencing  of  the  work- 
day and  after  its  conclusion. 

The  statute  of  limitations  for  future  claims  was  set 
at  2  years,  and  existing  claims  must  be  filed  within  120 
days,  in  which  case  the  State  statute  of  limitations  will 
govern. 

In  the  case  of  an  employer  relying  on  an  adminis- 
trative ruling,  order,  or  practice,  "so-called"  good-faith 
clause,  if  he  can  plead  and  prove  that  he  acted  in  good 
faith  on  such  order,  ruling,  or  practice,  this  proof  shall 
be  a  bar  to  action.  This  shall  apply  even  though  the 
order  is  later  declared  invalid.  In  the  case  of  future 
claims  of  this  character,  employer  must  plead  and  prove 
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that  he  relied  in  good  faith  on  a  written  regulation  by 
the  agency  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  law. 

"Area  of  production"  regulations  issued  by  the  Wage- 
Hour  Administration  was  given  special  treatment.  If 
an  employer  was  exempted  by  this  regulation  and  acted 
in  good  faith  on  such  exemption  he  is  exempted  from 
penalties  even  though  the  regulation  was  later  declared 
invalid  by  a  court. 

Since  the  Senate  asked  for  die  conference,  the  House 
will  act  first  on  the  conference  report.

Mr.  Bracken  stated  that  the  members  of  his  organiza- 
tion are  overwhelmingly  opposed  to  the  measure  because 
it  is  not  intelligent  unification  legislation;  it  will  in- 
crease rather  than  decrease  the  cost  of  our  military 
establishment;  its  full  implications  are  obscured  by  its 
intentional  vagueness;  it  reposes  too  great  a  power  in 
one  man ;  and  it  seeks  to  replace  an  organization  which 
successfully  won  the  war  with  something  that  can  best 
be  called  a  "pig  in  a  poke,"

NATIONAL  DEFENSE  ESTABUSHMENT 

Committee  on  Armed  Services:  Continuing  hearings  on 
S.  758,  to  create  a  National  Defense  Establishment,  the 
committee  heard  James  E.  Webb,  Director  of  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  and  Col.  Joh;i  A.  Collins  and  Lt.  Col. 
Richard  Riddell  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Association. 
Mr.  Webb  told  the  committee  that  there  are  three 
advantages  in  the  bill  with  reference  to  the  job  of  bud- 
geting in  the  Federal  Government:  (i)  basic  policies 
in  the  field  of  national  defense  and  the  determination 
of  a  proper  balance  of  forces  could  be  given  more  con- 
sideration than  is  now  possible,  (2)  real  coordination 
could  be  provided  on  budgetary  preparation  by  starting 
from  the  ground  up  on  the  basis  of  common  policies  and 
assumptions,  and  (3)  the  task  of  applying  common 
standards  and  practices  in  achieving  a  coordinated  de- 
fense program  could  be  greatly  aided.  Col.  Collins 
and  Col.  Riddell  discussed  section  202  of  the  bill,  which 
would  establish  a  Central  Intelligence  Agency,  holding 
that  the  section  should  be  fundamentally  dianged  to 
provide  that  the  agency  shall  be  directly  under  the 
*  President,  with  a  civilian  Director  appointed  by  the 
President  and  subject  to  Senate  confi^rmation. 
Hearings  continue  on  May  6.

Labor  Legislation:  Senate  continued  consideration  of 
S  1 126,  labor  bill,  and  by  a  vote  of  28  yeas  to  62  nays 
defeated  the  amendment  sponsored  by  Senator  Ball 
and  others  outlawing  boycotts  and  jurisdictional  strikes. 

The  Taft  amendment,  also  relating  to  boycotts  and 
other  unlawful  combinations  but  omitting  the  power 
of  injunction  and  all  reference  to  the  Clayton  and  the 
Norris-LaGuardia  Acts,  was  adopted,  65  yeas  to  26  nays. 
Earlier  Senator  Aiken's  amendment  to  the  Taft  amend- 
ment, to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  injunctions  where 
labor  disputes  interfered  with  the  marketing  of  perish- 
able commodities,  was  defeated,  36  yeas  to  54  nays. 

The  amendment  of  Senator  Malone,  requiring  ap- 
proval of  three-fourths  of  employees  to  establish  a  union 
shop,  was  rejected  by  voice  vote. 

Senator  Ive's  amendment,  requiring  notification  of 
State  and  Territorial  mediation  agencies,  when  such 
exist,  in  labor  disputes,  was  adopted  without  objection. 

Senator  McCardiy's  amendment,  relative  to  discharge 
of  Communists,  was  rejected  by  voice  vote. 

The  amendment  of  Senators  Ball  and  Byrd  to  abolish 
the  union  shop,  was  defeated,  22  yeas,  56  nays. 

Senator  McClellan's  amendment  on  "free  speech'* 
for  employers  and  employees  was  adopted  by  voice  vote; 
a  second  amendment  prohibiting  certification  of  a  labor 
organization  if  one  or  more  of  its  national  or  interna- 
tional officers  are  members  of  the  Communist  Party, 
was  adopted  by  division  vote. 

Amendments  by  Senator  O'Daniel,  providing  diat  no 
person  shall  be  denied  employment  because  of  member- 
ship or  nonmembership  in  a  labor  union  and  making  it 
unlawful  to  prevent  any  person  froin  engaging  in  a 
lawful  vocation,  were  rejected  by  divbion  vote. 


Proposal  of  Senator  Taylor  to  provide  for  secret  ballot 
of  corporation  stockholders  on  offers  made  by  labor 
organizations,  in  case  of  disputes,  was  defeated  by  voice 
vote. 

The  amendment  in  the  nature  of  a  substitute  for  the 
entire  bill,  offered  by  Senator  Murray  and  others,  is  the 
pending  business.

Committee  on  Armed  Services:  Qmtinumg  hearings  on 
S.  758,  to  create  the  National  Defense  Establishment,  the 
committee  heard  Ferdinand  Eberstadt,  former  chair- 
man of  the  Army-Navy  Munitions  Board,  and  Brig. 
Gens.  Milton  A.  Reckord  and  Ellard  A.  Walsh,  Na- 
tional Guard  Association  of  the  U.  S.  Mr.  Eberstadt 
strongly  favored  the  bill  but  recommended  certain 
amendments:  (i)  That  the  powers  of  the  Secretary  of 
National  Defense  be  clearly  defined  and  delineated; 
(2)  that  the  power  of  decision  in  their  respective  fields 
be  conferred  upon  the  chairmen  of  the  Munitions  Board, 
the  Research  and  Development  Agency,  and  the  Na- 
tional Security  Resources  Board;  (3)  that  the  bill  estab- 
lish appropriate  agencies  to  review  periodically  the  sev- 
eral systems  of  education  and  training  of  military 
personnel;  (4)  and  that  an  appropriate  body  be  created 
and  charged  directly  with  the  duty  of  establishing  con- 
sistent and  equitable  personnel  policies.  Generals 
Reckord  and  Walsh  favored  the  bill  but  urgently  recom- 
mended that  suitable  language  be  inserted,  similar  to 
the  amendment  submitted  by  Senator  Wilson  to  S.  758, 
to  set  up  in  tlic  National  Defense  Establishment,  the 
National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  Bureau,  to  have  the 
administration  and  general  supervision  of  the  National 
Guard  and  the  Naval  Militia.

Committee  on  Civil  Service:  Subcommittee  continuing 
its  investigation  of  certain  matters  relating  to  officers  and 
employees  of  the  Federal  Government,  heard  Walter 
Jones  and  R.  M.  Lovelady,  Central  Labor  Council  of  the 
Panama  Canal  Zone,  continue  their  testimony  (see  Di- 
gest, p.  D148.)  Luther  C  Steward,  National  Federation 
of  Federal  Employees;  Robert  Weinstcin,  director, 
United  Public  Workers  of  America ;  and  Robert  C.  Ber- 
nard, First  Assistant  to  the  Assistant  Solicitor  General, 
all  appeared  to  discuss  the  problem  of  filling  Govern- 
ment jobs  in  the  Canal  Zone.

FEDERAL  OFHCERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 

Committee  on  Expenditures  in  the  Executive  Depart- 
ments: In  executive  session  the  committee  met  and  dis- 
cussed Senator  Aiken's  amendment  in  the  nature  of  a 
substitute  to  S.  544,  to  increase  maximum  subsistence 
allowances  for  Federal  officers  and  employees  to  $10  a 
day,  but  took  no  action. 

INCOME-TAX  REDUCTION 

Committee  on  Finance:  By  a  vote  of  8  to  5,  in  executive 
session,  the  committee  approved  H.  R.  i,  to  provide  for 


individual  income-tax  reduction.  Report  is  expected  to 
be  filed  the  first  of  next  week. 

As  approved  for  reporting  to  the  Senate,  the  bill  em- 
bodies the  House-passed  version,  with  the  following  ex- 
ceptions: The  effective  date  is  to  be  July  i,  1947;  the 
rates  will  be  the  same  as  approved  by  the  House,  except 
the  20-percent  reduction  allowed  by  the  House  on  in- 
come up  to  $302,396  will  be  decreased  to  15  percent  from 
179,729  up  to  $302,396.  The  provision  allowing  an  extra 
$500  exemption  for  persons  over  65  years  of  age  was 
changed  to  a  per  person  basis,  and  making  it  applicable 
to  all  persons  over  65  regardless  of  whether  they  have 
nontaxable  income. 

Senator  LucaS  withdrew  his  amendment  intended  as 
a  substitute  for  H.  R.  i,  with  the  understanding  that  he 
might  submit  it,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  the  floor.  Sev- 
eral members  of  the  committee  were  recorded  as  re- 
serving the  right  to  support  certain  amendments  on  the 
floor.  All  amendments  before  the  committee  were  laid 
aside  pending  a  general  tax  revision  bill  on  which  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  will  begin  work 
very  shortly. 

The  committe  also  unanimously  approved  S.  1073,  to 
extend  until  June  30,  1949,  the  time  during  which  per- 
sons may  serve  in  certain  executive  departments  and 
agencies  without  being  prohibited  from  acting  as  coun- 
sel, agent,  or  attorney  for  prosecuting  claims  against  the 
U.  S.  by  reason  of  having  so  served.

Committee  on  the  Judiciary:  Former  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  Ickes  appeared  before  the  subcommittee  to  tes- 
tify against  the  nomination  of  Jed  Johnson,  to  be  judge 
of  the  U.  S.  Customs  Court.  Former  Congressman 
J.  V.  McClintock  and  William  Howard  Payne  testified 
in  support  of  the  nomination. 

VETERANS'  SUBSISTENCE 

Committee  on  Labor  and  Public  Welfare:  Continuing 
hearings  on  veterans'  bills,  relating  to  education  and 
on-the-job  training  programs,  established  by  the  Service- 
men's Readjustment  Act  (for  bill  numbers  see  Digest 
p.  D151),  tlie  subcommittee  heard  Senator  Holland 
testify  in  support  of  the  Pepper-Holland  bill  (S.  1056) ; 
also  three  more  students,  representing  the  organization 
known  as  Operations  Subsistence,  testified  in  support 
of  legislation  to  increase  substantially  the  ceilings  for 
subsistence  allowances  to  single,  married,  and  married 
veterans  with  dependents  for  university  training  under 
the  GI  bill  of  rights.    Col.  Sydney  P.  Simpson,  and 


Thomas  D.  Burns,  appearing  in  behalf  of  the  American 
Bar  Association,  favored  extending  provisions  of  the 
bills  to  include  lawyers  in  "on-the-job  training.'* 

RECLAMATION  PROJECTS 

Committee  on  Public  Lands:  Senator  Knowland  ap- 
peared before  the  Subcommittee  on  Irrigation  and  Rec- 
lamation to  support  S.  912,  to  exempt  from  land  limi- 
tation provisions  of  the  Federal  reclamation  laws  the 
San  Luis  Valley  project  of  Colorado,  the  Valley  Gravity 
Canal  project  of  Texas,  and  the  Central  Valley  projects 
of  California.  The  following  witnesses  of  the  Bureau 
of  Reclamation,  all  of  Sacramento,  testified  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  bill:  Stanley  Kerr,  regional  planning  en- 
gineer; W.  J.  Gardner,  geologist;  David  S.  Stoner, 
engineer;  and  Paul  Johnston,  analyst. 

STREAM  POLLUTION 

Committee  on  Public  Works:  Testifying  on  S.  418,  to 
provide  for  control  of  stream  pollution,  Harry  Gandy, 


Jr.,  National  Coal  Association,  requested  of  the  com- 
mittee that  the  bituminous  coal  industry  should  be 
sp^ifically  exempted  from  provisions  of  the  bill;  A.  C 
Fiddner,  Chief  of  the  Fuels  and  Explosives  Branch, 
Bureau  of  Mines,  explained  the  problems  of  mine  pollu- 
tion and  the  progress  of  abatement  measures;  and 
Arthur  D.  Weston,  Conference  of  State  Sanitary  En- 
gineers, spoke  in  favor  of  the  bill.  Hearings  continue 
on  this  bill  next  Wednesday.  The  full  committee  meets 
on  Tuesday,  May  13. 

MARYLAND  CONTESTED  ELECTION

Greek-Turkish  Assistance:  Completed  its  considera- 
tion of  H.  R.  2616,  Greek-Turkish  assistance,  and  passed 
the  bill  with  perfecting  amendments  recommended  by 
die  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs,  and  inmiediately 
thereafter,  pursuant  to  a  special  rule,  called  up  S.  938, 
a  similar  Senate  bill,  struck  out  all  after  the  enacting 


clause  and  substituted  the  provisions  of  H.  R.  2616,  is 
amended,  thereby  preparing  the  Senate  bill  for  con- 
ference. Aside  from  minor  changes,  the  bill  passed  as 
it  was  reported  from  Foreign  Affairs  by  a  vote  <rf  287 
yeas  to  107  nays. 

Among  the  floor  amendments  was  a  proposal  by 
Representative  Smith  of  Wisconsin  to  refer  the  matter 
to  the  United  Nations  and  permit  American  action  only 
if  the  UN  failed  to  act  widiin  60  days.  This  was  re- 
jected by  a  standing  vote  of  137  to  65.  Another  pro- 
posal by  the  same  Member  to  reduce  the  $400,000^00 
authorization  by  half  was  turned  down  by  a  vote  of

A  motion  by  Representative  Bender,  oi  Ohio,  to  limit 
the  Greek-Turkish  aid  to  economic  assistance  alone,  was 
defeated  by  voice  vote. 

Other  proposals  rejected  were  the  forbidding  of  the 
sending  of  any  combat  troops  into  the  two  countries;

was  omitted  from  the  conference  version.

resale  in  interstate  commerce,  with  respect  to  natural 
gas  companies;  and  also  prescribes  certain  statutory 
standards  to  apply  for  purposes  of  rate  fixing,  for  sales 
of  natural  gas  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission.

The  witnesses  yesterday  proposed  that 
rates  should  be  kept  at  a  minimum,  though  not  free. 

On  November  28  the  subcommittee  will  report  the 
new  draft  to  the  full  committee;  it  will  include  pro- 


visions  for  case  of  administration  and  will  link  the  food 
and  clodiing  program  closely  to  the  pending  general 
relief  legislation,  as  well  as  direct  various  agencies  of  the 
Government  to  provide  assistance  to  the  Post  Office 
Department. 

These  reduced  postal  rates  would  apply  to  packages 
going  to  the  following  countries:  Belgium,  Denmark,

5.  The  failure  of  Defense  Plants  Coqporation  to  maintain 
adequate  control  over  plant  facilities  and  inventories  procured 
by  it  at  a  cost  of  seven  billion  dollars; 

6.  The  uimecessary  loss  of  millions  of  dollars  in  the  con- 
striKtion  and  operadoa  of  certain  war  plant  facilities  due  to 
the  division  of  management  responsibilities  between  the  Defense 
Plaius  Corporation  and  other  Goverimient  agencies  during  the 
war.

As  amended, 
the  termination  date  would  be  set  as  of  March  15, 1949, 
except  in  the  case  of  emergency,  and  consumer  credit 
controls  would  be  limited  to  installment  credit.  A  new 
section  was  added  to  give  the  Federal  Reserve  Board 
enforcement  powers  to  carry  out  this  credit  control, 
similar  to  such  powers  now  exercised  by  SEC  in  the 
enforcement  of  its  functions  (in  connection  with  sa- 
tions  21  and  27  of  SEC  Act).

Defeated  three  proposed  changes  in  the  recommended 
amount  of  $590^000,000  to  be  authorized  for  foreign 
relief,  as  follows:  Mr.  Jonkman*s  amendment,  to  de- 
crease the  authorization  to  $290,000,000;  Mr.  Mcrrow's 
amendment,  to  increase  the  authorization  to  $661,000,- 
000;  and  Mr.  Smith  of  Wisconsin's  amendment,  to  de- 
crease the  authorization  to  $500,000,000. 

Among  the  amendments  adopted  in  committee  were 
two  designed  to  prevent  any  funds  allocated  in  the 
measure  from  being  spent  for  Communist-controlled 
countries.  Mr.  Rivers'  proposal  would  require  govern- 
ments receiving  United  States  aid  to  certify  thiit  no  per- 
son formerly  or  presently  identified  with  communism 
would  distribute  relief,  and  Mr.  Fisher's  proposal  stipu- 
lated that  the  President  would  terminate  aid  to  coun- 
tries adhering  to  policies  of  the  Soviet  Government. 

An  amendment,  offered  by  Mr.  Redden,  to  create  a 
joint  committee  of  the  two  Houses  for  the  purpose  of 
observing  and  advising  recipient  countries  as  to  the  dis- 
tribution of  relief,  was  adq>ted. 

Two  amendments  to  strike  out  sections  of  the  bill,  one 
by  Mr.  Murray  of  Wisconsin  to  eliminate  the  establish- 
ment of  a  National  Food  Conservation  Committee,  and 
the  other  by  Mr.  Smith  of  Wisconsin  to  ehminatc  the 
provision  directing  the  RFC  to  advance  $150,000,000  to 
carry  out  the  act  until  appropriations  are  made,  were 
rejected. 

Two  amendments  were  ruled  out  of  order  as  not  be- 
ing germane  to  the  bill,  as  follows:  Mr.  August  H. 
Andrescn's  pn^Ktsal  that  only  one-third  of  the  relief 
food  could  be  sold  and  the  remainder  to  be  turned  over 
to  the  Red  Cross  and  other  charitable  organizations  for 
free  distribution  to  the  needy,  and  Mr.  Sadowski's 
proposal  to  permit  relief  packages  not  exceeding  44 


pounds  to  be  mailed  by  individuals,  free  of  transporta- 
tion costs. 

Further  consideration  was  deferred  on  the  measure, 
after  the  defeat  of  an  amendment  by  Mr.  Rees  to  pre- 
vent funds  for  purchase  of  grain  for  recipient  countries 
from  being  used  in  manufacture  of  disriMed  spirits.

Foreign  Aid:  The  House  passed,  by  voice  vote,  H.  R. 
4604,  the  bill  authorizing  an  appropriation  of  S590,- 
000,000  for  emergency  winter  relief  to  France,  Italy, 
Austria,  and  China.  Of  this  amount,  $530,000,000  is 
for  recipient  countries  of  western  Europe,  which  is 
$67,000,000  below  the  Senate  European  relief  tHll-passed 
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en  December  i,  but  an  amount  of  $60,000,000  was  added 
by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs  designed  to  fur- 
nish help  toward  die  stabilization  of  China's  currency. 

Two  new  floor  amendments  were  adopted  in  the 
654-hour  session  leading  to  passage.  The  first  was  of- 
fered by  Mr.  Anderson  of  California,  which  would 
direct  the  CCC  to  make  its  surplus  crops  available  for 
foreign  relief,  thereby  reducing  the  amount  of  wheat 
and  grain  required,  and  requiring  the  Treasury  to  pro- 
tect die  CCC  against  loss  on  odicr  perishable  surpluses. 
The  second  was  offered  by  Mr.  August  H.  Andresen, 
and  further  amended  by  Mr.  Hope,  requiring  diat  a 
carry-over  of  150,000,000  bushels  of  wheal  be  kept  in 
this  country  next  year  unless  crop  estimates  next  May 
indicate  a  winter  production  of  more  than  700,000,000 
bushels.  Sundry  other  floor  amendments  were  rejected 
before  the  final  vote,  following  which,  a  motion  to 
recommit  the  measure  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Affairs  was  defeated.  A  motion  was  then  adopted  to 
amend  the  title  of  S.  1774,  the  Senate  aid  bill,  strike 
out  the  Senate  text  and  insert  the  House  language. 

This  last-mentioned  action  prepared  the  way  for  an 
immediate  conference  with  the  Senate,  which  the  House 
had  requested.  The  Speaker  appointed  Representauvcs 
Eaton,  Vorys,  Mundt,  Bloom,  and  Kee  as  conferees

A  subsequent  motion,  also  offered  by  Mr.  Rankin,  to 
recommit  the  bill  to  the  committee,  instructing  it  to  add 
a  new  section  to  the  bill  granting  $150,000,000  for  REA, 
was  rejected.

REPORT  ON  JOINT  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 

ATOMIC  ENERGY— WORK  STOPPAGES 

Joint  Committee  on  Atomic  Energy:  Committee  met  in 
executive  session  with  members  of  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  and  officials  of  the  Department  of  National 
Defense.  The  discussion  centered  around  the  necessity 
of  finding  means  for  preventing  work  stoppages  at  the 
vital  atomic-energy  installations. 

HOUSING— NAIL  SHORTAGE 

Joint  Committee  on  Housing:  Flanders  subcommittee 

met  in  executive  session  with  many  representatives  of 

the  steel  industry  to  consider  housing  materials  in  short 

supply.   The  discussion  centered  around  the  shortage  of 

nails. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  encourage  industry  itself 
to  overcome  the  gray  market  practices  by  voluntary 
agreements.  The  representatives  agreed  with  the  com- 
mittee that  they  would  take  voluntary  action  to  tighten 
up  the  supply  of  nails  now  going  into  the  gray  market 
(estimated  at  from  25  to  50  percent).  The  following 
three  proposals  were  agreed  upon:  (i)  That  they  would 
immediately  ship  into  the  gray  market  area  additional 
nails  to  ease  the  situation;  (2)  to  increase  the  present 
rate  of  production;  and  (3)  to  ship  more  rods  to  non- 
integrated  producers  for  nail  production. 

ANTI-INFLATION  PROGRAM 

Joint  Committee  on  the  Economic  Report:  In  executive 
session  the  committee  unanimously  adopted  the  follow- 
ing recommendations:  (i)  Endorsed  "in  principle  the 
restoration  of  consumer  credit  controls";  (2)  recom- 
mended "that  appropriate  committees  of  Congress  pro- 
ceed immediately  to  study  measures  to  regulate  im- 
proper or  excessive  speculative  trading  on  the  commodity 
exchanges,  with  due  recognition  of  the  responsibility  of 
maintaining  an  adequate  hedging  market";  (3)  ap- 
proved "the  extension  of  export  controls";  (4)  recom- 
mended "the  extension  of  the  authority  to  allocate  trans- 
portation facilities  and  equipment";  and  (5)  approved 
"the  Department  of  Agriculture's  program  of  encourag- 
ing the  conservation  of  grain  in  this  country,  including 
the  marketing  of  livestock  at  weights  and  grades  that 
represent  the  most  efficient  utilization  of  grain." 
A  detailed  report  was  released  by  the  committee.

FUEL  OIL  SHORTAGE 

Committee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce:  An 
Industrial  Oil  Committee,  set  up  by  Interstate  and  For- 
eign Commerce  Subcommittee,  and  headed  by  M.  J. 
Rathbone,  president,  Standard  Oil  of  New  Jersey,  re- 
ported  back  to  the  subcommittee,  headed  by  Senator 
Tobey.  The  report  embodied  various  recommendations 
to  overcome  "the  fuel  oil  shortage  problem  during  the 
present  winter  in  the  New  England  and  Atlantic  sea- . 
board  area."  It  concluded  that  "there  is  a  gap  of  ap- 
proximately 15  percent  between  the  supply  and  demand 
for  distillate  fuels  in  the  area  under  study  over  the 
period  December  1947  through  March  1948.  *  •  • 
In  respect  to  heavy  residual  fuel  the  same  situation 
exists  except  that  the  deficit  in  supply  for  this  product 
is  estimated  to  approximate  10  percent  rather  than  15 
percent  for  the  distillate  fuels." 

To  overcome  this  shortage  the  report  made  variout 
recommendations  involving  consumer  cooperation  in 
reducing  the  amount  of  oil  used,  adjustment  of  refinery 
yields  to  maximum  protluclion  of  distillate  fuel  oils 
at  the  expense  of  gasoline,  action  by  the  Maritime  Com- 
mission on  use  and  repair  of  idle  tankers,  place  limita- 
tions on  Government  oil  requirements  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1948,  exercise  export  controls  over  oil  prod- 
ucts, and  State  and  local  government  action,  by  creat- 
ing "emergency  fuel  coordinators,"  where  shortages 
occur,  to  overcome  inequitable  distributions. 

DISPLACED  PERSONS 

Committee  on  the  Judiciary:  Subcommittee  on  Immi- 
gration and  Naturalization  received  testimony  from 
Senators  Ives,  Byrd,  and  Smith  on  S.  1563,  to  authorize 
for  a  limited  period  of  time  the  admission  of  certain 
displaced  persons  for  permanent  residence,  and  S.  830, 
to  admit  orphans  under  14  of  displaced  persons.

Joint  Committee  on  Printing:  The  committee  awarded 
contracts  for  51  lots  of  paper  comprising  11,950,000 
pounds  and  representing  58^2  percent  of  the  total  esti- 
mated requirements  for  the  3-month  period  beginning 
January  i,  1948.  The  value  of  the  new  schedule  is 
$1,354,971,  an  increase  of  $18,853,  or  1^10  percent,  over 
the  price  schedule  of  the  current  quarter. 

Contracts  were  awarded  by  the  committee  on  22  lots 
of  envelopes  to  cover  requirements  for  the  6-month  pe- 
riod beginning  January  i,  1948.  Value  of  this  schedule 
is  $67,373,  a  decline  of  $5,092,  or  seven-tenths  of  i  per- 
cent, from  the  price  schedule  of  the  current  quarter. 

The  committee  approved,  inmiediatcly  effective,  the 
new  wage  rates  at  the  Government  Printing  Office, 
which  represent  a  flat  increase  of  12%  percent  for  all  of 
the  journeymen  groups.
